The Cho/era Morbus in Egypt.— A let- 


ter from M. Jomard, dated Alexandria, 
Nov. 18, has been communicated to the 
Paris Academy of Medicine, which 
gives some interesting particulars re- 
lative to the cholera morbus in Egypt. 
M. Jomarcl states, that the cholera 
morbus manifested itself at Mecca, in 
the course of the month of May, upon 
which every necessary precaution was 
ordered 10 be taken, by order of the 
Vice Roy. 
Unfortunately, however, in 


consequence of the ideas which ihe 
Turks entertain respecting predestina- 
tion, these precautions were almost use- 
less. 
A number of travellers coming 


from Mecca, had entered Cairo. 
The 


dangerous disorder had broken out at 
Suez 
The population of ibis village is 


composed of four hundred inhabitants. 
In three clays, the 30lh and 31st of Ju- 
ly, and the 1st of August; one hundred 
and twenty-five perished, including the 
Governor and some travellers 
from 


Mecca. 
A physician who was sent 


by the Government, had returned from 
Cairo, in great alarm, without doing a- 
ny thing, and no obstacle had been of- 
fered to his return. 
Some judicious 


measures were taken by Ibraham Pa- 
cha, to prevent the introduction of this 
horrible disorder; but it was propaga- 
ted al Cairo by the pilgrims from Mec- 
ca, although they stayed but a very 
shorl lime in ihe former cily.

Thus armed, the ball was cov- 


ered wilh a case of paper, and forced 
down Ihe throat of a Turkey. 
The 


bird retained it a day and a half, with- 
out manifesting any symptoms of unea- 
siness, and the points of all the needles 
were broken off close to the surface of 
the hall, except two or three, of which 
the stumps projected a little. 
The 


same interesting observer relates, that 
he fixed 12 small and very sharp lancets 
in a similar ball of lead, which was 
given in a similar manner to a turkey 
cock, and left eight hours in '.he siom- 
ach. at ihe expiration of which, the 
stomach was opened ; but nothing ap 
peared except ihe naked ball, ihe lancets 
having been broken to pieces, and the 
stomach remained sound and enlire.— 
Hence we may infer, thai stones, so of- 


the feathered tribes, may powerfully 
contribute to the pulverization of grain 
and other hard substances which con- 
stitute their food.

Tuscany who died on board a vessel, 
and the Dragoman of the Consul Gen- 
eral of England. 
The ravages of the 


disorder continued particularly in Al- 
exandria in the quarter inhabited by 
the sailors, and on board the vessels 
Out of 500 men on board of one of Pa- 
cha's frigates.more than 350 died in the 
space of 24 hours. Three Europeans 
who were on board, were saved as it 
were by miracle. Several of the French

The cholera, according to custom, fol- 
lowed beaten tracks, and the courses of 
canals and rivers.

Towards the commencement of Sep- 


tember, however the disorder was less 
alarming, and presented symptoms of 
abatement.

According to the 


bulletin sent to the Government, the 
number of deaths in thai capital on the 
3d September was 247, on the 4th 263, 
on the 5th 220, on the 6th 176, on the 
Tib 154, and on the 8th 111.

The bulle- 
lins. however, were very incorrect, and 
either from negligence or intention, the 
number of deaths was staled to be 
much less than it was in realiiy.

August, in the bulletin it is stated at 
606: but we have ascertained wilh cer- 
tainty that there were more than 1,400. 
The largest number of deaths in one 
day at Alexandria, ib stated in the bul- 
letin to be 136, but we are assured that 
there were more than 400.

der was not confined to Cairo and Al- 
exandria, but extended lo Upper Egypt 
as far as Ossonan. 


As it proceeded up the Nile it in- 


creased in intensity.

Volcanoes.—The number of principal 


volcanoes known to be occasionally-in 
eruption is upwards of two hundred; 
but thousands of mountains of similar 
form and structure, and bearing 
the 


marks of (geologically speaking) ex- 
ceedingly recent activity, are scattered 
around and between them; the fires of 
which, though to all appearance slum- 
bering, are likely in many instances to 
brenk forth again, since nothing can be 
more common than the renewal of e- 
ruplions from volcanic hills which had 
never been in activity within the range 
of tradition. 
The subterranean fire is 


observed to shift its outward develope- 
ment capriciously from one point to a- 
nother, occasionally returning again to 
its early vents, according to circum- 
stances, with some of which we are 
probably not yet acquainted, hut which 
seem chiefly to consist in ihe accumu- 
lation both of congealed lava and eject- 
ed fragments, by which every habitual 
vent tends continually to block up its 
channels of discharge.

Samuel A. \Vorcesic-r vs. The State of Gco. 


On Saturday last, Mr. Chief Justice 


MAKSHAU, delivered ihc opinion of the 
Court in this case, reversing1 the judg- 
ment of the Superior Court o f G w i n e t t 
county, in Georgia. 
The effect of this 


decision is, that ihe recent acts of Geor- 
gia taking possession of the Cherokee 
country, and providing fur the punish- 
ment of persons therein residing with- 
out the license of the Governor, and 
without taking an oath ofullegiaiice t< 
the State, are declared n u l l and void, a 
contrary to the constitution, treaties 
and laws of the U. Stales. 


The opinion of the Chief Justice wa 


very elaborate and clear. 
He took 


review of the origin of the Europeat 
title to lands in America, upon th 
groutul of discovery. 
He estaMisher 


that this right was merely convention 
al among the European Government 
themselves, and for their own guidance 
and the regulation of their own claim 
in regard to each other, and in no res 
peel changed or affected to change th 
rights of the Indians as occupants o 
the soil : Th.it the only effect of ih 
European title was, as between Euro 
pean nations, to recognise an exclusive 
right of trade and intercourse w i t h the 
Indians, and of ultimate domain in the 
territories occupied by the Indians it 
favor of the nation or government whos< 
subjects were the first discoverers:— 
That all the European governments 
Spain, France, and especially Greai 
Britain, had uniformly recognised tlit 
Indian tribes and nations as distinct 
communities, capable of, and entitleti 
to, self-government, as States, and in no 
respect, except as to their right of in- 
tercourse with other European nations 
and the right of pre-emption in the dis- 
coverers to purchase their soil, as un 
der the control or power of the Europe- 
ans. 
They were treated as nations ca- 


pable of holding and ceding their terri- 
tories, capable of making treaties and 
compacts, and entitled to all the powers 
of peace and war, and not as conquered 
or enslaved communities. 
He demon- 


strated this from various historical 
facts; and showed that when upon the 
Revolution the United Colonies sue 
ceeded to the rights and claims of the 
mother country, the American Con- 
gress uniformly adopted and adhered 
to the same doctrine, both before and 
after the confederation ; that since the 
adoption of the Constitution the same 
doctrine had as uniformly prevailed in 
all the departments of the Government; 
and that the treaties with the Indians 
were held to be treaties, and obligato- 
ry in the same sense as treaties between 
European sovereigns. 
He showed al- 


so that this had been the established 
course of things recognised by Geor- 
gia herself, from the adoption of the 
Constitution down to the year 1829, as 
evidenced by her solemn acts, com- 
pacts, and laws. 
He then showed that 


by the Constitution the exclusive pow- 
er belonged to the U. States to regulate 
intercourse with the Indians, and to re- 
ceive cessions of their lands; and to 
make treaties with them. That their 
independence of the State 
Govern- 


ments had been constantly upheld ; that 
the right of possession to their land was 
solemnly guaranteed by the U. States 
and by treaties with them, until that ti- 
tle should, with their own consent, he 
extinguished, and that the laws passed 
by Congress had regulated the trade &: 
intercourse with them accordingly. He 
now reviewed the laws of Georgia.in 
question, and pronounced them to be 
repugnant to the Constitution, treaties, 
and laws, of the United States. 
And 


he concluded by maintaining that the 
party defendant in the present indict- 
ment was entitled to the protection of 
the Constitution, treaties, and laws, of 
the U. States ; and that Georgia had no 
authority to extend her laws over the 
Cherokee country, or to punish the de- 
fendant for disobedience to those laws 
in the Cherokee country. 


Mr. Justice McLuA.v delivered a sep- 


arate opinion, concurring, in all things, 
in the opinion ol the Court.

a treaty was concluded between the U- 
niled States and the Cherokee nation, 
by which ihe United Siales, in ihe 7lh 
uriicle of lhal treaty, agreed to "sol 
emnly guaranty to the Cherokee nation 
all their lands not thereby ceded to tin- 
United Slates." That by the 6th ar- 
ticle of a treaty made between the same 
pariies al Tellico, in 1798, the United 
Siales agreed "10 continue the guaran- 
ty of the remainder of their country 
forever." 
That these treaties were 


solemnly sanctioned by the Senate of

Stales, and by George 


Washington and John Adams; and 
that their stipulations have nut been al- 
tered by consent nor impaired by the 
conduct of the Cherokee iribes; thai 
laws were d u l y passed by Congress to 
carry inlo effect those stipulations, by 
one of which, dated March 30, 1802, 
and approved by Thomas Jefferson, all 
persons are prohibited from making 
any intrusion upon, or surveying the 
Indian lands secured by treaty, under
